Armor Plato Improved. 


"Washington, Feb. 11.—The navy tin 


partmeiit is securing a constant 
im 


provement in the quality of its armor 
plates. A test made at Indian Head 
demonstrated that it now possesses the 
best tin armor at least in the whole 
world. A four-inch plate representing 
some of the side armor of the battle- 
ship Kearsage, that well up on the 
bows, was fired at with a. five-inch gun. 
Not long ago a shot was calculated as 
able to penetrate completely aa armor 
plate one and a half times as thick as 
its caliber. In other words, a five-inch 
shot would penetrate a plate seven and 
a balf inches thick. This four-inch 
plate, however, not only kept the shot 
out, but it smashed it up and the only 
mark left on the plate" was a slight 
dishing in the center.

Now, if'the Press, Tribune, Blade and 
Times will form a combination and 
pay the paper that prints it ten cents an 
inch and then divide tho surplus, wo 
would each got thirty cents an inch, 
and not do any filing for it." We ac- 
cept the proposition and tho work is 
done under it for a year.

To provide for a special Election on the 


Proposition of creating ft Police Court. 
WHEREAS, Section 1707 of tho Revised Stat- 
utes ot Ohio provides that tho ollicers of a 
city of tlio second class shall- consist of a 
Mayor, a Marshal, us horolnbefoie provided, 
a Oity Solicitor, a City Commissioner, who 
shall bo Superintendent of Strcots and High- 
ways, a Treasurer, oxcopt as provided In 
Section 1708, till o£ which officers shall ho 
choson by its electors, and a Clork, \vlip shall 
bo choson by Council; and in cities of tho 
third grado of tlio second class tUcro shall 
ulso bo a Police Judge. Prosecuting Attorney 
of tho Police Court, andi Clock of tho Police 
Court, which officers shall be chosen by tho 
electors thereof. 
And, Whereas, Section 1785 of the Revised 
Statutes of Ohio, provides that in-cities of 
tho first class and iu cities of tho third grade 
of tlio second class, there shall bo a court 
hold by tho Police ,7udgo, which court shall 
bo styled "The Police Court," and bo a court 
of Record. 
And, whereas, Section 3, of an Act entitled 
an Act to amend Section 1707 and Section

tho usual places of holding elections, not less 
than twenty days before a regular municipal 
election, at which a Mayor is to bo elected, 
of tho time of holding which special election 
ton days' notice shall bo givon by publication 
In one or moro newspapers of general circu- 
lation in the corporation, and at which tho 
electors who favor tho election of a Police 
Judge, Prosecuting Attorney of tho Police 
Court, and Clerk of tiio Police Court, shall 
liivvo written or printed on their ballots tho 
words, "Police Court—Yes;" aud those who 
oppose tho election of such officers shall have 
written or printed on their ballots tho words, 
"Police Court—No." 
And, Whereas, Tn tho judgment of tho City 
Council of tho city of Portsmouth, the estab- 
lishment of a Police Court in said city, in ac- 
cordance to the provisions of tho law horoiu- 
boCoro quoted, would result in greater effici- 
ency and economy in tho administration of 
the affairs of said city;

THE BANKRUPTCY ACT IS BOOKED 


' The Champion of the IHp Wutorwnjs 


Scheme Bitterly Criticlsml the Urltisli 
Opposition, aiul AddreBnliiE Hlmjolf to 
Mr. Sherninn, Warned Him Not to Wo 
Ted on the Anodiiies of Flattery. 
Washington, Feb. 11.—Senator Mor- 


pm, the champion of the Nicaragua 
canal bill, announced in the senate his 
abandonment of that measure for the 
present session of congress, and there- 
upon it was displaced by the bankruptcy 
bill. The senator made this move after 
a protracted contest, covering several 
weeks, which had disclosed the fact 
that obstructive opposition could not 
be overcome. He gave notice that he 
would renew his advocacy of the hill 
at an early day of the coming extra 
session. Mr. Morgan bitterly criticised 
British opposition to the canal and ad- 
dressing himsGlf directly to Mr. Sher- 
man declared that IE the next secretary 
of state permitted himself to be fed o?i 
the anodines of flattery of Great Brit- 
ain, the people would not support him. 
Mr. Morgan asserted also that Mr. 
Sherman would not succeed in negoti- 
ating a treaty relative to the canal a^ 
the genius of Talleyrand or Mcttcrnich 
could not stand against the "thimble 
rigging" of these republics. 


The bankruptcy bill succeeded to the 


advantageous position of "unfinished 
business," but the debate went over. 


The agricultural appropriation bill 


was taken 
up late 
in the day and 


passed at $3,255,500. It led to a lively 
debate in which Secretary Morton was 
sharply critcised by Senators Vest, 
Chandler, Tillman and others. 


The house bill was passed extending 


the time for complying with the re- 
quirements of the act 'forfeiting rail- 
road lands, Mr. McBrido (Rep., Or.) 
explaining that the bill applied to 
lands along the northern Pacific route. 


Mr. Tillman (Dem., S. C.) called up 


the bill limiting the effect of the fed- 
eral laws on the liquor traffic so as to 
give each state absolute control of tho 
subject. 


Mr. Platt (Rop., Conn.) thought it 


•was a measure requiring an explana- 
tion and Mr. TUlman proceeded to eY- 
plain in detail. Ho said the hill was 
designed to give each state tho right to 
control the liquor traflic in its own way 
without interference from the federal 
judiciary or any other source. A re- 
cent decision of the United States su 
promo court in South Carolina dispen- 
sary case had practically annulled that 
part of tho Wilson law permitting state 
regulation of tho liquor traffic.

Washington, Feb. 11.—Secretary Her- 


bert received the report of Admiral 
Buuce on the voyage of the Ncrta"At- 
lantic squadron from Hampton RoaCa 
to Charleston. The admiral encloses 
a report from Captain Crownshield of 
the Maine, making a thrilling tale of 
danger and high courage. 


Rear Admiral Bunce states that on 


the 5th inst the battleship Indiana re- 
ported that her turrets were beginning 
to work, and that he directed her to 
return to Hampton Roads. The squad- 
ron then proceeded southward. 


Aitr daylight it was too thick to see 


any of the vessels except the Maine. 
The wind blew a strong gale with high 
and swift seas. At about 10:30 a. m. 
the Maine was picked up about three 
miles astern and reported that three 
men had been washed overboard and 
lost 


The Marblehead was lying to with a 


sea anchor out. She reported that she 
had been boarded by a sea, killing one 
man and injuring seven. 


After lying by the Marblehead until 


sundown and finding that she was not 
in need of assistance, the admiral pro- 
ceeded toward Charlestown, where all 
the ships arrived safely.

facturers' club of Philadelphia had a 
conference with the wool growers' 
committee appointed by the National 
association.

voted to a general discussion of tho 
proposed wool and woolen schedules. 


The wool growers assert that al- 


though the interests of tho 
growers 


and the manufacturers are in a meas- 
ure antagonistic, they are willing that 
the manufacturers shall get as high a 
rate on their gods ns possible, but they 
Insist that the interests of tho growers 
Dhall receive proper recognition. 


In other words they will sec to It 


that the manufacturers do not get a. 
high tariff on their goods and also se- 
cure a too low a rate on the raw ma- 
terial. 


Hon. A. K. Chcmto Discusses the Subject 


to tho Wheelmen. 


Albany, Feb. 11. — At the 
afternoon 


session of tho good roads meeting of 
the wheelmen, Hon. A. R. Choate of 
Vlinneapolis was the principal speaker. 
3e said: 


"Our highway laws contain evidence 


of all stages of civilization from tho 
Eleventh century down to the present 
day. 


"It is, of course, impossible for me to 


particularize in regard to all hodgo 
jad patchwork of highway legislation 
throughout the United States. I take 
pleasure, however, in paying my re- 
spects to one law in particular because 
it is probably responsible for more bad 
roads, and is more generally in force 
in the United States than any other 
road law. I refer to the law permitting 
the farmers to work out their road tax 
instead of paying it in money." 


Tho speaker then went on to explain 


at length the origin of the toll tax. 


"This ill-fated old law has been 


patched in my own state, and in some 
other states so as to permit, but not re- 
quire the fanners not to pay their road 
tax in money. In some states, I under- 
stand, the law has, through the influ- 
ence of the 
League 
of American 


Wheelmen been abondoned, very much 
to the profit of tho states so doing. 
There is no more vicious law in exist- 
ence. I would urge that the League of 
American Wheelmen 
enter politics. 


Political influence is a great thing if 
we went to secure legislation for good 
roads." 


James Owen of Newark, N. ,T., took 


the rostrum. 
He recited a history of 


good roads movement in New Jersey. 
So rapid has been the growth of good 
roads in the state and so heartily had 
the people taken to the improvement 
that there was not a legislator in the 
state of New Jersey who would dare to 
introduce a bill to repeal the law rela- 
tive to good roads.

Interesting Story ot' l!ow tliR Stuel Kail

Now York, Feb. U.—The Evening 


Post says: An interesting account of 
the direct causes which 
precipitated 


the rupture in the steel rail pool, an- 
nounced at Pittsbnrg, was given by a 
person familiar with the situation. 


"Representatives of two of the larg- 


est mills met in Chicago on Monday 
to agree upon rates governing business 
in a particular section of the country, 
and decided upon ?20 as a. basis price 
for certain transactions. 


"Just at that time some large con- 


tracts came into the market, and one 
o£ the concerns interested was oti'ered 
profitable business at a lower figure. 
Rumors of cutting in various directions 
were current at the time, so the tempt- 
ing offer wns accepted and an order 
aggregating many thousand tons 
taken at a price said to be in 
neighborhood of $17 a ton. 


"This 
necessitated, of course, the 


withdrawal of one large concern, from 
the pool, and hostilities were at once 
begun as soon as the transaction be- 
came generally known. 


"Orders were taken in this city at a 


basis price of $20 for rails at the mill 
and local agents of some of the largest 
concerns are said to be anxious to do 
ns much business as possible while an 
open market prevails. 


"It is not possible at this time to tell 


Just what effect prevailing prices will 
have upon outstanding contracts. With- 
in 
the 
last 
few weeks 
contracts 


amounting to more than 
$1,000,000 


have been made by some of: the rail- 
ways at prices averaging $23 or $25 a 
ton, and although some oC them are 
binding at those figures, it is thought 
likely that many orders will be deliv- 
ered at a lower rate by mills anxious 
to hold the patronage of good custom- 
ers. Whatever settlement is reached, 
however, losses are inevitable. 


"The present situation, it is thought, 


will not disturb immediately the mar- 
ket for street car rails, and the large 
contracts recently given by local com- 
panies are not likely to be affected."
